Seniors May Qualify 
For Tax Break 


Only 205,476 qualified Califor- 
nia homeowners have filed 1974 
claims for reimbursement of 
their 1973-74 property taxes un- 
der California’s Senior Citizens 
Property Tax Assistance Law, 
according to Martin Huff, Exec- 
utive Officer of the Franchise 
Tax Board. 

Huff said the claims should 
be filed before August 31 to ibe 
valid. The law provides for re- 
imbursement of up to 96 per 
cent of property taxes, depend- 
ing upon the individual's in- 
come, Assistance payments for 
1973 totaled $61 million, for an 
individual average of $201. 

To be eligible for Senior Citi- 
zens Property Tax Assistance, 
claimants must be 62 years of 
age or over as of January 1, 
1974, own and occupy their 
home, have paid property taxes 
‘on the home and have an in- 
‘come of $10,000 or less.

Proposed Charter Revit = 


Public hearings on four char- 
ter amendments proposed by 
the Charter Review Committee 
were set for August 5 and 12 at 
the Monday night Council meet- 
‘ing. 

Amendments one and two put 
a limitation of two successive 
terms in office for both City 
Councilmen and Board of Edu- 
cation members. Then the mem- 
ber would be ineligible to run 
for office until one full term 
of four years had elapsed. 


The third proposed amend- 
ment would change the compen- 
sation for City Councilmen from 
$5 per meeting attended to $30 
per meeting attended with a 
maximum of $150 in any one 
month. 


According to Lewis Bell, 
Chairman of the Charter Re- 
view Committee, the committee 
felt that this was more of a 
proper compensation for a City 
Councilman . 


This amendment also allows 
that each member of the Coun- 
cil would be reimbursed for nec- 
essary expenses incurred while 
performing his duties. To be re- 
imbursed the’Councilman would 
have to file an accounting of his 
expenses with the City Clerk. 

Advances would also be made 
by permission of the Council for 
authorized conferences and spe- 
cial meetings. After expenses 
any money remaining from the 
advance would be returned. 

The last proposed amendment 
would change the Charter 
that Board of Education mem- 
bers may be compensated for 
their duties. 

Both hearings will be held at 
8 p.m. in the Council Chembers 
prior to the regular City Coun 
cil meeting. 

If any or all of these charter 
amendments pass the City 
Council they will be placed on 
the November 5 ballot to le 
voted on by the people. 

The Council also called for a 
special City Council meeting to 
be held Saturday, August 10 at 
11 a.m. in Memorial Park to dis- 
cuss how money should be spent 
on Albany Parks. 

It was also moved and passed 
that the Park and Recreation 
Commission work session be 
scheduled at this time also so 
that they could bring their staff 
recommendations as to how 
money should be spent on Me- 
morial Park. 

“As a Commissioner, I think 
this is an excellent idea,” said 
Park and Recreation Commis- 
sioner William Woolworth.
